Tuis is the second report submitted by the Registrar, but it is the first 
of its kind dealing with societies registered under Act X of 1904, 

2. The report was due to Government on the Ist July. _ Mr. Gourlay, 
the Registrar, before he proceeded on leave, submitted a prelimi report 
on the 12th April last, but it was not possible to prepare statistics by that 
date. The compilation of the statistics and the aration of a review of 
them was, mtoes, left to his docwn tenens, Mr. Cobden Ratheay, who was 
unable to submit them until the 19th July, and the report as a whole did not 
reach Government till the 27th idem. The statistics now submitted are not in 
all cases complete, and the figures of seven societies were not before Mr. Ramsay 
when he prepared his review. The reports submitted are clear and concise, 
and it is unnecessary to review them in detail. 

3. Mr. W. R. Gourlay was in charge of the Department, in addition to 
his duties as Private Secretary to His j Ae the Lieutenant-Governor, from 
the beginning of the year till the end of July, when Mr, L. E. B. Cobden- 
Kamsay was appointed Registrar and acted as such till Mr. Gourlay relieved 
him in December. Messrs, Gourlay and Cobden-Ramsay spent 1s? days on 
tour and visited all the districts of the Province, except Burdwan, Hooghly, 
Jessore, Khulna, Murshidabad and Bhagalpur, 

4 The year 1905-06 opened with 67 istered societies, Eight of 
these were situated in districts which have been transferred to the Province of 
Eastern Bengal aud Assam. Five societies (Majnamutha, Chakdhi, Dalsing- 
serai, Baktiarpur and Baltara) ceased to exist owing to various circumstances. 

» Two more—Chenny and Loop oly—were amalgamated with the Rampur 
Society. Of the remaining 52 societies, 19 were registered during the year, 
38 new societies were also registered during the year, and at its close 90 
societies in all—registered and unregistered—stood on the list as against 67 in 
the preceding year. ; 

5. The number of members of the societies amounted to 4,617 as 
against 3,280 in 1904-05, and the number of loans ted rose from 
1,787 in 1904-05, to 2,595 in the year under review, T e members of the 
different societies varied from 10 - to 367, and the amount of capital from 
Rs. 100 to Rs, 2,000. 

6. The unequal distribution of loans was one of the points to which 
attention was drawn in paragraph 5 of the Government Resolution on the 
Report for 1904-05. In that year the loans varied from Re. 1 to Rs, 101. In 
the year under review, the unevenness of the distribution of loans was even 
more marked, being from Re. 1 to Rs, 265 in the rural societies, and from 
Rs. 5 to Rs. 550 in the case of the urban societies, Mr, Cobden-Ramsay 
notes that variation is bound to continue till it is found by experi that

The deposits made by the members amounted to Rs. 8,614 as against Rs, 3,181 
in 1904-05. 

8. The rate of interest which the societies charged on loans granted to 
members was generally 124 per cent. asin last year, but Mr. Gourlay shows 
in paragraph 6 of his report that in some cases it is better for a society to 
charge 18} per cent. on lending out money borrowed locally, than to borrow 

money, from outside sources and lend it out at a lower rate. 

; o The societies worked on the whole ‘at a profit. The total assets 
amounted to Rs. 47,786-6-10, and their liabilities to Rs. 44,276-4-7}, thus 
leaving a profit of Rs. 3,510-2-2} as against Rs. 1,955-1-6} in the preceding 
ear, 

. 10. These results indicate that the scheme is progressing-steadily, but 
much depends on the zeal and sympathy of local ,officers. It has succeeded 
most in the districts of the Bihar, Orissa and Chota Nagpur Divisions and in 
the district of -Midnapore. Mr. Gourlay thus describes the causes of this 
SUCCESS :— 

. With few exceptions, all the societies which are at present working are founded on 
the credit which the individual member has within his village. That such a credit, founded 
on a character for honesty, exists is well known! to all who are familiar with vill life. 
The majority of the vi transactions are done without a word in writing, and such debts 
are seldom repudiated. This credit, however, seltiom extends beyond the limits of the 
village, ‘and in many cases not even beyond the limits of the 4o/a, or hamlet, in which the 
individual resides. It is this existing ie credit which has to be organised, and when 
tho villagers understand this, unlimited liability has no terrors for them ; they accept the 
principle without question. : ; re : : : : 

«The secret of financing agriculture in India is not in creating anything new but in 
organising the oredit which already exists.” fi 

The scheme is being extended gradually on sound lines, and this will 
yield better results in the end than the establishment of a large number of 
societies in communities where the principle of co-operation is not properly 
understood, Of the two obstacles which hinder eis ag in these tracts, viz., 
the want of capital and the absence of men able to explain the principles to 

ide the villagers, the latter is the most serious, though dt is hoped that in 
the large Christian communities of Chota Nagpur the requisite instruction may 
in time be furnished by the Missionaries and their assistants. As to 
capital, it is not too much to expect that others will follow the example of Rai 

Camaleswari Prasad Singh pone of Monghyr, and such is now being done 
by local mahajans in parts of Midnapore.

explained last year, deal only with the estimates of area 
sown and the general condition of the crop, while the two 
remaining ones, ¢.g., the December and the February 
forecasts, deal with the revised estimates of area sown, 
together with an estimate of the probable outturn. 

The August forecast should deal with the early cotton 
crop, but in some districts of the Provinee, notably.in the ‘ 
Patna Division, the late crop is also partly sown before 
August. This forecast, therefore, while dealing mainly with 
the early crop, also shows the extent of sowings of the late 
crop in that Division, 

2. Character of the. Season—The weather has so far 
been favourable almost everywhere and the crop is promising 
well. Sowings generally took place in the normal season, 
i¢., in June aca early in July. In Sambalpur, where only 
early cotton is grown, some damage is reported to have been 
done by caterpillars. 

It may be noted here that the cotton crop suffers in this 
Province more from excessive rain than from want of rain. 
In the present season the dryness of the weather has 
therefore been favourable to the crop, 

3. Area sown,—The appended table summaries the district 
reports and gives the five and ten years’ averages of early 
cotton in the Province as 62,130 acres and 77,825 acres, 
respectively. The area sown this year is 37,362 acres 
against 35,385 acres of last year (1905). 

s for the late crop the five and ten ‘years’ averages 
are 42,022 acres and 60,001 acres, respectively. The area 
sown up to now is 28,774 acres against 36,356 acres 
returned as the total sowings of last year. ;

Tue report which was punctually submitted deals principally with the 
Province of Bengal as constituted after the partition, but statistics regardin 
the treatment of animals and the working of the Veterinary hospitals an 
dispensaries in some of the transferred districts have been incorporated in the 
statements attached to the report. 


RET. 
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2. Veterinary Instruction —The tota) number of students on the roll of | 
the Bengal Veterinary College at the end of the year under report was 106 as 
against 85 in the previous year. The number would have been larger had not 
some of the students left the College after admission owing to want of 
sufficient accommodation in the hostel attached to it. Funds have already 
been allotted for the construction of a new hostel, and steps are being taken to 
carry out the work as quickly as possible. The results of the final und the 
annual class examinations of the College were not so satisfactory as in the 
preceding year, the percentages of the successful students in each of the classes 
A, B and C being 57, 82 and 47, respectively, as compared with 78, 95, and 80 
in the previous year. The unsatisfactory result is mainly due to the inadequacy of 
the teaching staff of the College throughout the year, and to some extent to the 
inferior educational qualifications of the students admitted; Steps have already 
been taken to remove both these causes; the former, by the addition of a 
second Imperial officer to the teaching staff, who joined his duties in February 
last, or only a short time before the close of the year uoder report; and the 
latter, by the issue of revised rules laying down that only students who have 
passed the Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University, or who have 
completed the High School course, or who can produce certificates of having 
received'an education equivalent to either of these two standards should be 
eligible for admission to the College. The works of improvement to the 
College detailed in paragraph 2 of the Resolution 1evorded on the last year’s 
report have been taken in hand by the Pablic Works Department. The Com- 
mittee have held two special meetings at Belgachia to consider the adoption of 
sites, the laying out of the ground and the construction of the buildings. 


8. Treatment of diseases.—The total number of animals treated in 
Veterinary hospitals and dispensaries, including the infirmary attached to the 
Bengal Veterinary College, during the year, in the Province, as constituted 
after the Partition of Bengal, was 29,313, of which 9,941 were horses, 15,252 
cattle and 4,119 other animals, as against 7,929, 15,001 and 3,123 (exclusive of 
the figures for the transferred districts) during the preceding year. The figures 
show a general increase in the number of patients treated at the dispensaries 
and indicate the growing popularity of the scientific mode of treatment offered 
at those institutions. ‘The increase was most marked in the case of the 
Dumraon, Burdwan, Larpur (Saran) and Palamau dispensaries, 

4, There were altogether 530 cases of deaths from glanders and farcy 
in the Province during tle year as against 430 in the previous year, excludin 
the figures for the transferred districts. Of these, 473 occurred in Calcutta aan 
its neighbourhood as against 413 reported during the preceding year. Steps 
having been taken to enforce the Glanders and Farcy Actin the metropolis and 
its suburbs, it is probable that a larger number of patients suffering from the 
disease will be brought to notice in future than at present. 

5. The total number of deaths from cattle disease was 12,374 as against 
12,276 during the preceding year, excluding the figures for the transferred 
districts. Of these, by far the largest number of deaths £0,088) was caused by 
rinderpest. The districts which suffered most from the disease were Burdwan, 
Darjeeling, Shahabad, the Sonthal Parganas, Balasore, Ranchi, Palamau, 
Manbhum and Sambalpur. The Superintendent complains of the defective 
reports regarding cattle diseases supplied to his department by the Police 
officers of the Province. The Inspector-General of Police will be requested to 
take such steps as are possible to remedy this. The Lieutenant-Governor is 

Jad to notice that cattle inoculation is gradually gaining ground in the 

ovince, the number of inoculations performed during the year being 22,613 
as against 13,276 during the previous year. , 

. 6. Veterinary Infirmary, Belgachia.—The total number of animals treated 
during the year was 2,407, of which 1,483 were in-patients and 924 out- 
patients. ‘There would have been a further increase in the number bat for the 
outbreak in the infirmary of an infectious disease called surra, which for some 
time prevented the admission of any animal, It is satisfactory to note that 
during the latter half of the year, the horse practice in the infirmary in 
by 50 per cont. over that in the corresponding period of the previous year, 
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7. Breeding operations.—The Pusa and the Sripur Farms contin 
the only two cattle-breeding farms in the Pubrioss,: managed and ei 
Government. Eight bulls of the Montgomery breed were purchased by 
aptain Trydell from the Amritsar Fair during ‘the year for experiments in 
breeding, but, with the exception of two, they were found altogether wanting 
in breeding power, The failure of the experiment is ascribed to fraud com- 
mitted by the vendors, who were probably aware that the bulls were useless as 
stud animals. Captain T'rydell is of the opinion that one of the best means 
of improving the breed of indigenous cattle would be to pay greater attention 
to the feed and upkeep of the cows and heifers of the country, and to afford 
reater facilities for grazing. His remarks on the subject are commended to 
the attention of members of District and Local Boards and other persons 
interested. Thirteen locally-bred cows were purchased during the year for 
breeding operations at the Pusa Farm. The miscellaneous collection of cattle 
kept at the Sripur Farm was disposed of during the year, tho breeding opera- 
tions being confined to two classes of cattle, namely, those locally bred and 
those bred from the Montgomery bulls, 


8. Fairs and Shows,—Ten fairs and shows were held during the year in 
the Province as against nine (excluding the Comilla Fair) in the preceding year 
the Bagdogra Show in the district of Darjesling having been started during the 
year. Unfortunately it proved a failure, owing to the unexpected inclemency 
of the weather at the time Out of the Imperial grant of Rs. 1,500 for distri- 
bution in prizes, only Rs. 693 were spent, The large falliug off in the 
expenditure was chiefly due to the policy recently adopted, under which prizes 
are awarded only to bond side cultivators, professional graziers, and breeders of 
cattle. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of Captain Trydell’s suggestion 
that for the present prizes should be awarded only at the new small fairs with 
the object of encouraging them and euabling them to become well established. 


9. Veterinary Dispensaries and Asvistants,—A comparison of Table V 
annexed to the report undor review with that annexed to the previous 
year’s report shows that, excluding the figures for the transferred districts 
in each case, the total number of Veterivary hospitals and dispensaries 
working during the year in the Province was 2l as against 17 during the 
previous year. The statement in paragraph 6 of the present report, that 
there were altogether 19 dispensaries at work during the previous year, is 
sppereaily incorrect. The total number of Veterinary Assistants employed 
under Government and local bodies during the year was 63, ine uding 
14 in the new Province of Eastern Bongal and Assam, as compared with 54 
during the previous year. Captain Trydell inspected all the dispensaries with 
the exception of that at Ranchi, and ‘it appears from the report that, on the 
whole, they worked satisfactorily. The only dispensaries which have been 
unfavourably reported on are those at Howrah and Patna. The Jatter 
was badly reported on in the previous year. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes 
that the Municipality will take notice of the conduct of the Veterinary 
Assistant in charge. The unfavourable results achieved are reported to be due 
to his apathy in furthering the objects of the dispensary. It is stated that 
the Veterinary Assistants in charge of dispensaries generally worked satis- 
factorily, the most prominent among them being those in charge of the 
Dumraon, Burdwan, Larpur and Palamau dispensaries, 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledging the 
zeal and ability with which Captain Trydell managed the Department during 
the year under report, and considers that he deserves great credit for the 
progress which has been made in its development.

The Report on the Administration of the Police Department for the year 1905. 


Read also— 
The Report for the year 1904 and the Resolution of the Government thereon. 


Mr. ©. J. Stevenson-Moore, 1.¢.s., was in charge of the office of Inspector- 
General of Polico throughout the year, till he went on leave. He was 
relieved by Mr. A, V. Ken vett, C.LE., who took over charge as Officiating 
Inspector-General on the 28th March 1906. Certain of the paragraphs in the- 
report under review were writtea by Mr. Stevenson-Moore before proceeding 
on leave, but the bulk of the report has been prepared. by Mr. Knyvett. The 
figures for the year 1905 and those given in the report for the year 1904 
do not refer xo the districts which have been transferred to the new Province 
of Eastern Bengal and Assam while they do include the Sambalpur figures. 

2, Strength of the force.—In consequence of the transfer of 14 districts 
to the Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam, 20 appointments of Superin- 
tendents and 20 of Assistant Superintendents have been transferred to that 
Province with effect from the 16th October 1905. One of the reforms, 
recommended by the Police Commission, which was effected during the year, 
was the increase in the subordinate staff by 681 officers and men, of whom 
the majority were appointed for investigation work. There was a large 
deficiency in the actual strength of head-constables and constables, but this 
was due to the fact that the men were under instruction at the newly-created 
Constables’ Training Schools, Sub-Inspectors were mostly recruited by nomi- 
nation, but a few deserving head-constables were also promoted to this rank, As 
in 1904, the new appointments were distributed among the Divisions in propor- 
tion to the strength of the investigating force entertained in each, the natives 
of each division being regarded as having the first claim to the vacancies so 
allotted to it, It is satisfactory to note that this plan has given general satisfac- 
tion and that it has widened the range of selection, Mr, Slacke notices with 
pleasure that the last batch of recruits was superior both intellectually and 

hysically to its EO and that the recruits were, in the words of the 
[nspector-General, a better class all round than those in previous years. 
Superintendents are exclusively responsible for the recruitment of local 
constables for their districts. 

3. raining Schools—There was practically no change in the course of 
instruction at the Police Training School at Bhagalpur. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is pleased to see that the results were the best yet obtained, only 
12 cadets having failed to pass the final examination out of a total of 
263 examinees. The encouragement of athletics is noteworthy. Durin 
the year under review two schools for the training of constables and hea 
constables were started on the lines recommended by the Police Commission, 
one at Nathnagar, district Bhagalpur, for the training of up-countrymen, and 
the other at Purulia, district Manbhum, for the training of Bengalis. 
It is satisfactory to record that the constables from the Nathnagar Training 
School, who were deputed to Calcutta on duty during the visit of Their 

Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of Wales, were complimented 
on their good conduct and steady behaviour. 


4. Discipline of the Foree.—The percentage of officers departmental 
punished was 129 as against 13°3 in 1904, but the etoneiiieg of atin 
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departmentally punished has risen from 67 to 10-1. Of the latter nearly 

one-third were town chaukidars, a class, which is being superseded by 
town constables. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that fewer 
members .of the force were convicted under the Penal Code than last 
year. Whilst the number of officers punished under that Code scarcely 
varied, the number: of men convicted was less, being +7 per cent. of the 
entire force, Three cases of torture were brought against the police, one of 
which was declared to be true; in the second case the accused was convicted, 
and the third resulted in an acquittal, There were 37 charges of extortion ; 
out of these 19 were either -declared false or dismissed under section 203 of 
the Criminal Procedure Code, or ended in discharge, while only 14 ended in 
- punishment, judicial or departmental. 


5. Health—YVhe health of the force was slightly better than in the 
revious year and the average detention of the sick in hospital was a littie 
ess. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to notice that arrangements have 

been made te provide men serving in certain unhealthy districts with mesquito 
nets and also that arrangements ure being wade to treat constables systematically 
with quinine. 

' 6. Town Police.—The Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfaction 
that there has been an improvement in the work of the town chaukidars and 
town constables, Over 236 arrests were made ly night watchmen, to whom 
rewards were granted in almost all cases, The increase in the number of 
arrests is attributed to the more direct interest taken by Superintendents in the 
working of the Town Police. The Town Police itself is in a state of 
transition. During the year 240 chaukidars wero replaced by constables, 
Ultimately all town chaukidars will be replaced by constables, and the estab. 
lishment will on the recommendation of the Police Commission, be augmented 
by the addition of several officers, 


7. Rural Police—The Lieutenant-Governor notices that the necessity of | 

restricting the number of village chaukidars to actual requirements and the 
advisability of reducing and amalgamating charges when Opportunity oceurs 
has received attention Curing the year, as in place of the steadv increase of 
previous years, there is a small falling off, namely, 50. men out. of a total of 
85,448 pase under Act VI (B.C.) of 1870. In the case of chaukidars 
appointed under Act VI (B.C,) of 1887, there has, on the other hand, been 
an increase from 8,729 to 8,516, and the number of men appointed 
under Regulation XX of 1817 rose from 4,483 to 5,084. The: Lieutenant- 
Governor is pleased to see that the average value of rewards paid has 
risen from Rs. 5-8 to Rs, 7-8, indicating a real improvement in the manner 
in which rewards are distributed. Mr. Wheeler was placedon deputation 
during the cold weather of 1905-06 to make farther enquiries into the 
Village Panchayat system. His report is at present under the consideration 
of Government. — ; ; 
_ 8. River Police —It is satisfactory to note that in the 24-Parganas the 
system of beats established along the embankments is again reported to have 
proved effective in preventing crime. Mr. Brumley, who had been placed on 
special duty in connection with the general question of the consideration of a 
scheme for the establishment of a separate River Police Force, wus prevented 
by his other duties from finishing his report last year. He has again been 
deputed to this Province to enable him to complete the report, 


9. Supply of police to private individuals.—Last year His Honour noted 
the objections raised by the Inspector-General of Police to the supplying 
of police to private individuals, and the reguisite list containing particulars of 
cases where the dispute was of such a petty nature that the employment 
of police was undesirable or where it would have beon in _his opinion prefer- 
able that the force should have been paid by Government is under preparation, 
On its receipt the Lioutenant-Governor will be prepared to pass orders, 
Meanwhile it may be noticed that, while there has been, during the year under 

Ww, a slight decrease in the number of the potice so engaged, yet cases

10. Reforms.—The year under review has been remarkable for the 
number of reforms that have been introduced consequent on the recommend- 
ations of the Police Commission. In addition to those already mentioned 
in preceding paragraphs, the following may be mentioned. The pay of 
all subordinate ranks has been raised to the prescribed minimum sanctioned 
by the Government of India; new grades for Inspectors on Rs. 175 and for 
Sub-[nspectors on Rs. 100 have been created ; the armed police formerly known 
as the District Police Reserve has been strengthened; European Inspectors 
have been appointed to 24 out of 33 districts, and in 10 districts European 
Sergeants have been appointed to assist them ; the Provincial Criminal Investi- 
gation Department has been organized ; the system of deputing plain clothes 
constables to Railway stations to look after the movements of bad characters 
has been introduced ; the system of employing travelling constables in railwa 
trains has been partially introduced ; constables are exchanged for short periods 
with those of neighbouring thanas of adjoining districts so that they may 
obtain personal acquaintance with bad characters, and arrangemevts have been 
made with the Nepal Darbar for the interchange of information regarding 
border criminals. 

11, Cognizabls Orime.—The total number of cognizable offences reported 
during the year was 115,463 as against 127,716 in 1904. The decrease 
is, however, ‘more apparent than real, being due to direct cases declared false 
by Magistrates being excluded from the revised statement introduced on the 
recommendation of the Police Commission. Excluding cases of offences against 
religion, public nuisances and offences under special and local laws, the per- 
centage of police cases ending in conviction to cases decided was 77 per cent. ; 
including the above offences, it was 89, whilst the percentage of convictions 
to cases enquired into by the police was 44 as compared with 31:4. of the 

receding year. The percentage of convictions in Sessions cases is 75°1, which 
is a little higher than in the preceding year. Murshidabad and Manbhum 
again show the worst results. It is stated that the excessive number of acquittals 
in Manbhum was due in great part to defects in the supervising and investiga- 
ting staff which have now, been put right. The Inspector-General will “be 
requested to enquire into the state of affairs in Murshidabad. 

12. False Cases.—'There has been a slight decrease in the number of cases 
declared false from 3,435 in 1904 to 3,191 in the year under review; the largest 
numbers are reported from Bihar and the 24-Parganas, The percentage of 
prosecutions to false cases rose from 13°2 to 15°7, but that of convictions fell 
from 43°5 to 42°2, Burdwan, Patna, Gaya, Shahabad, Darbhanga, Monghyr 
and Singhbhum show « large increase in the number of prosecutions 
over that of last year, indicating that the subject has received special attention 
in these districts, The Lieutenant-Governor hopos with the Inspector-General 
of Police that these prosecutions will exercise a deterrent effect. His Honour 

_ again regrets to observe that there is a still further falling off in the 
number of cases in which compensation has been awarded under section 
250 of the Criminal Procedure Code. In this connection the Inspector-General 
of Police reports that Mr. Chapman, District Judge of Muzaffarpur, remarks that 
in his inspections he has come across several cases in which this section should 
have been applied. District Magistrates will be requested to bring to the notice 
of all Magistrates subordinate to them the remarks made: in last’ year’s report 
on the efficacy of this section, if wisely used, in checking the indiscriminate 
institution of false cases. 

13. Remands.—Attention must again be drawn to the number of remands 
granted in the trial of police cases. The percentage of cases decided at the 
first two hearings has remained almost stationary, but the percentage of cases 
remanded more than six times has risen from 3’2 to 3°9. Various reasons have 
been offered for the frequency of the remands, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
must again reiterate his belief that a stricter supervision over criminal work by 
District Officers would lead to an improvement in this matter, 

_ 14. Serious Ori ne: Risting. — An examination of the figures regarding serious 
crime shows that there has Leen aslight increase in the number of vioting cases, 
the increase being most marked in the Burdwan and Patna Divisions. There 
was a decrease in the Bhagalpur Division said to be due tu prompt preven- 
tive action on the part of the thana officers and the Village Police in 
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“Monghyr. Judicial results-were on the whole satisfactory, the percentage 
of cases convicted to cases disposed of being 77 as compared with 61 of the " 
vious year. In no division except Chota Nagpur were persons imprisoned. 
‘in default of furnishing security under section 106 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code. But in Chota Nagpur 99 persons were bound down to keep the peace 
under this section, of whom 7 were imprisoned in default of furnishing 
security ; the fi for this division for the previous. year were 92 and 10, 
respectively. ‘I'hese figures seem to indicate that the security demanded is 
higher than the people can give and not that they were unwilling to -give 
security. The Commissioner will be requested to obtain a report on this matter. 
15. Serious Crime: Murder, etc. —The number of serious crimes against the 
on decreased from 3,863 to 3,500. The total number of cases of murder feli 
m 280 in 1994 to 248 in 1905, Of such cases as well of culpable homicide, 
the Patna Division returns the highest numbers. There was an extraordinary 
and unexplained fall from 459 to 241 in the numbers of reported attempts at 
and abetments of suicide. 
16. Serious Crime : Dacoity, ete.—Dacoity and robbery each show a slight 
increase, It is most marked in Manbhum, where the number of dacoity cases 
‘rose from 11 to 88. These offences, which are believed to be the work of 
upcountry coolies working in the coal-minesand in the extensive railway construc- 
" tions, have been engaging the atten'ion of the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment, who have, as a result of their enquirios, ifstituted several important gang 
cases. It is satisfactory to note that in Midnapore the number of dacoities has 
fallen from 60 to 34. This is reported to be due to the successful prose- 
cution of certain Lodha dacoits and to the conviction of a large number 
of bad characters. In connection with the crime of dacoity in general, the 
Inspector-General of Police remarks, and the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with 
him, that, though the figures for the past year are somewhat disappointing in 
view of the convictions obtained in certain gang cases and the numerous unde- 
tected cases that have been traced, nevertheless there can be no doubt that the 
work of breaking up Icng-estabilshed gangs must bear fruit in the neur future, 
when im ue surveillance of criminals and closer inter-district and 
inter-provincial Police ¢o-operation should keep dacoity down. There 
is an increase in the number of burglaries, to which Saran, Shahabad, 
the Sonthal Parganas, Monghyr and Khulna contribute the largest 
numbers. In Saran the increase is attributed to better.reporting and to partial 
failure of the crops, ia Shahabad to the plague, and in Khulna and the Sonthal 
Parganas to better reporting alone. The number of cases of cattle-theft also 
increased in the year under review. It is hoped that ia the Sonthal Parganas, 
where the increase is most noticeableand where the crime seems to be due 
to professionals, the efforts of the Criminal Investigation Department to 
suppress the crime will be attended with success. 
17. Bad Livelihood Cases.—'There was a decrease in the number of bad 
livelihood cases iustituted under sect‘on 110 of the Criminal Procedure Code. 
18. Railway Police.—A decrease is reported in the number of railway 
offences. This is due to a change which has been made in the rules con- 
cerning missing goods. Such cases were all formerly investigated as thefts 
but are now me, instituted if, after a preliminary enquiry, it appears that 
there are reasonable grounds for believing that a cognizable offence has 
‘been committed. Cases of theft on the Bengal lines alone decreased from 
3,390 to 2,493. It is satisfactory to note that the number of cases of obstruction 
has decreased from 65 to 29. In 17 of these, stones were placed on the line 
by mischievous children, Out of eight cases sent up by the police, seven 
ended in convictions and the other in an acquittal. , 2 
19. Criminal Investigation Depariment.— An interesting description of the 
cases with which the Criminal Investigation Department dealt during the 
year under review is given in the latter half of the report, Mr. Knyvett bs 
in of the Department during the year and did very valuable work, 
icularly in connection with the investigation of the promissory note forgery 
cases, After examining 64 cases of forgery, he traced the currency note forgeries 
dating back to 1882 and the promissory pote forgeries to one and the same 
ig of forgers, who had for their accomplices certain Bank of Bengal 
i One Sarat Chandra Das confessed and turned King’s evidence. In 





the end four cases were instituted, one in connection with a fraud in the — 
_ French Bank in 1900, a second relating to an alleged fraud on the Bank of _ 
Bengal in 1901, a third in connection with the same Bank in the same year, — 
and the last relating to a fraud on the Allahabad Bank in 1904 when the forgers_ - 
obtained Rs, 80,000 under false pretences. Five persons receive punishment 
varying from 5 to 10 years’ imprisonment. The Calcutta Police and the 
Criminal Investigation Department worked hand in hand in the conduct of . the 
investigations. it is reported that since these convictions the circulation 
of forged Government Curreney Notes has almost ceased, The *Depart- 
ment investigated several gang cases which led to the conviction of 113 
persons under sections 400 and 401 of the Indian Penal Code; in the course of 
these investigations 327 dacoities and 211 burglaries were traced to the gangs. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to observe that the large number of 
enquiries dealt with, the important convictions obtained, and the suecess which 
has attended all cases without exception which were brought to trial, forin a 
record of hard and useful work by the officers of the Department. during the 
year, His Honour notes with satisfaction that the cordial relations betwee 
the Criminal Investigation Department and the Calcutta Police have been fully 
maintained. Mr, Slacke cordially acknowledges the help given by Nepalese * 
officials in dealing with border gangs. 
20. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasuze in acknowledging 
Mr. Stevenson-Moore’s efficient’ administration of the Department. and in 
thanking Mr. Koyvett for his careful and interesting report. His Honour is 
pleased to notice the remarks gf the Laspector-General on the good work of 
the officers whose names are mentioned in paragraph ,38 of the report. 
Mr. Slacke has also much pleasure in acknowledging the services rendered by 
Mr. Knyvett in connection with the Criminal Investigation Department, and by 
Mr. Dundas as Principal of the Bhagalpur Training School.

The Reports from the Commissioners of Divisions on the working of the Puri 


Lodging-House Act during the year 1905-06, in the various places to which 
it has been extended. 


rts on the working of the Lodging-House Act are due to Govern- 
ah jah ye June, but the oe report received by that date was from the 
Burdwan Division, while the report from the Presidency Division was not 
received till the 9th July. The Lieutenant-Governor must again insist on the 
punctual submission of these reports in future. ! 

2. The Act was not extended toany new area durin the year, and ‘no 
amendment or alteration was made in the rules. The Chittagong Division 
having been transferred to the Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam, the 
figures for Sitakund have been excluded from the returns, Proposals | for the 
amendment of the Act have lately been submitted by the Commissioner of 
Orissa and are at present under the consideration of Government, 4 

There was a further decrease in the number of licensed lodging-bowagy 
which has fallen from 3,013 in 1902-03 to 1,743 in 1905-06, although the 

“number of persons for whom accommodation was provided has not decreased

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in proportion. In Puri town, there was an increase of 20 in the number of 
houses licensed, but as greater strictness was observed in granting licenses 
as many as 112 were suspended during the year, the licensees being either 
reluctant to carry out the improvements suggested or taking an unreasonably 
long time todo so, The attendance during the Rath Jatra and Dol Jatra 
festivals was smaller than in the previous year, ony 60,000 pilgrims visiting 
the town as compared with 80,000 in 1904-05. The decrease as ascribed to 
the fact that the year was an inauspicious one for pilgrimage. 

8, The income of the funds during the year, excluding the opening 
balance, was Rs. 80,740 as against Ks. 77,644 of tlie preceding year; the 
expenditure was Rs. 82,456 as compared with Rs. 99,541 in 1904-05, the 
closing balance being reduced from Rs, 30,957 to Rs, 29,227. The decrease in 
expenditure is most noticeable in the Orissa Division, being only Rs. 43,572 
as against Rs, 62,154 in 1904-05. This is mainly due to the fact that the 
greater part of the work on the Bogla rest-house at Puri was done during 
1904-05, and the expenditure in that year was consequently greater than 
usual, There was alsv a large decrease in expenditure in the Bhagalpur 
Division, where there was a fall of Rs. 8,913 under the head ‘‘ Miscellaneous.” 
The expenditure during the preceding year was of a special nature on account 
of the-cost of acquiring camping-grounds, 

4, Five hundred and twenty-three prosecutions were instituted under the 
Act during the year, in which 447 persons were convicted, the total fines 
imposed amounting to Rs. 9,194-8. The fines imposed in individual cases varied 
in the different districts ina marked degree. In Gaya, for instance, 242 
persons were convicted, and the total amount of fines imposed was Rs, 3,883 : 
while in Puri 147 persons were convicted and the amount of fines imposed was 
Rs, 4,981. In the case of Gaya the variation as compared with last year is 
still more remarkable. In 1904-05 the number of convictions was 127 as 
against 242 in 1905-06, and the total amount of fines imposed Its, 4,962 as 
against Rs. 3,883, 

5, The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice that, on the whole, the 
health of the pilgrims was good throughout the ie There were, however, 
serious outbreaks of cholerain Gaya during September and October 1905, 
while in Puri the total number of deaths rose from 148 to 443 in the year 
under report, the principal causes being cholera, fever, diarrhoea and dysentery. 
During the festivals of the Rath Jatra and the Dol Jatra only 17 cases of 
cholera occurred amongst the pilgrims. In Puri the attention of the Health 
Officer was specially directed to the improvement of the wells which form the 
principal source of water-supply for the pilgrims, and most of the wells were 
painted inside with cement to prevent percolation. The question of the 
improvement of tle sanitation of Puri is still under the consideration of 
Governnest. A drainage scheme has been drawn up and approved at an 
estimated cost of its, 1,70,000, and the detailed plans and estimates are now 
under preparation. A definite scheme for the improvememt of the water-supply 
of the town is also being prepared and will shortly be submitted for the 
approval of Government. ; 

6. The Act has worked well during the year, and the thanks of the 
Lieutenant Governor are due to the local~ officers responsible for its 
administration.

2. The most important administrative event of the year was the abolition 
of the salt rawana system in Bengal, which was approved by the Government 
of India in their letter No. 5108Exc., dated the 12th September 1908, on the 
recommendation of the local authorities but which did not come into effect till 
the Ist April 1906, The abolition of this system of passes en rowle was 
sanctioned on the ground that without counterbalancing advantages it ham- 
pered trade, interfered with distribution of salt and restricted consumption by 
raising prices. The loss of revenue to Government, which was derived from 
fees aa stamps on applications for rawanas, amounting to about Rs. 31,000 a 
year, need not be regretted. 

3. Another important feature of the year’s administration was the re- 
organization of the department with the object of brifging it under the close 
control of the District Officers and which included a redistribution of charges 
and a material strengthening of the preventive establishment. The immediate 
result was the introduction of peorennre operations in the district of Noakhali 
from the beginning of the cold weather, 1905, In this district as well as in 
Midnapore, 24-Parganas and Khulna Collectors were vested with the powers 
of an Assistant Commissioner under section 80 of the Indian Salt Act, 
XII of 1882. The jurisdiction of the departmental Assistant Commssioner 
was consequently restricted to Howrah and the 24-Parganas, and in this latter 
district he exercises his powers concurrently with the Collector. : 

4. {n addition to the withdrawal by Government of the concession of a 
wastage allowance of 1 per cent. on salt transhipped at Calcutta, which is men- 
tioned by the Commissioner, it ma. also be noted that the maximum allowance 
on account of wastage on bonded salt in inland warehouses in Bengal was 
fixed at 2 pér cent. in the case of panga or boiled salt and at 1 per cent. for all 
other kinds of salt, with effect from the lst January 1906, under Government 
Notification No. 5291'.—S. R., dated the 14th October 1905, mu 

5. The quantities of salt imported by sea from different countries into 
Bengal during the year amounted to 10,818,934 maunds against 11,465,094 
maunds in the previous year, showing a decresse of 5°6 per cent.; on the 
other hand, 367,005 maunds of salt were imported from Port Said during the 


i ‘in the last two years. The importation of Madras salt showed 

SR et dccrcese of about 50 pat cent, which ip azoribed to want of freight. 
"The transactions in salt at the Sulkea and Kidderpore Dock golas were 
the highest on record, but no difficulty was experienced in providing baad ; 
space -as the salt landed in the golas was quickly removed to meet the demand 



















for consumption. The Board are now considering the arrangements to be 
made in consequence of the necessity which has drisen for removal of the salt 
golas from the Kidderpore Docks. 

6. A satisfactory increase»in consumption of salt in all the saliferous 
districts of Bengal which were within the Salt Law Limits except Noakhali 
(in which district there were adverse influences of a temporary nature), is 
attributed to the vigilance of the salt preventive force in detecting and 
suppressing illicit manufacture and to the cheapness of licit salt brought about 
by a reduction in selt duty. 

7. The average wholesale price (exclusive of duty) of 100 maunds of 
Liverpool salt purchased from the ship’s side in the port of Calcutta rose from 
Rs. 48-10-2 to Rs. 50-11-9, Prices, which in 1904-05, varied from Rs. 46-6-6 
to Rs. 51-5-4, fluctuated in the year under report (apparently on account of 
adverse freight conditions) from Rs. 45-9-7 to Rs, 67-5. In the interior the 
price of sult was in all districts lower than in the previous year. During the 
year the average wholesale selling prices per maund of salt, inclusive of duty, 
ranged from Ks, 3-0-6 to Rs, 2-6-2 in the several divisions of the province, 
and the average wholesale prico for the whole province was Rs, 2-11-4 per 
maund against Rs, 8-1-10 in 1904-05, Rs. 3-3-1 in 1903-04, and Res. 3-10-4 
in 190203. The Board have compiled figures with regard to retail prices 
of salt in this Province during the last four years which shew that the average 
number of seers obtained for a rupee was in 1902—10°69, in 1903—11°93, in 
1904—12'55 and in 1905—14°28. The reductions in the ay from Rs. 2-8 to 
Rs. 2 and from Rs. 2 to Re, 1-8 made in the years 1903 and 1905 have very 
considerably benefited all classes of people in the province, including the 
poorest. Jt was reported last year that the very petty purchasers have not 
obtained relief commensurate with the decrease in the duty. Nevertheless 
the lessening in the duty has te a very appreciable but varying extent assisted 
the poorest, since those who obtain their supplies from provision dealers by 
doles receive larger quantities than before, and in some places the fall has 
had the result of enabling them to purchase salt by weight, 

8. The large decrease in the number of offences against the salt laws 
is no doubt chiefly accounted for by the cheapness of licit salt. Better 
patrolling may also have contributed to this result; but the decrease of illicit 
operations rendered it unnecessary to strengthen the preventive force to the 
extent sanctioned. 

9. The financial -results of the year, as compared with those in 1904-05 
show a decrease of nearly Rs, 70 lakhs, or 31°2 per cent., in the receipts 
and of Rs. 1,12,005, or 22°7, in the charges. The decrease in receipts is 
accounted for chiefly by the reduction of duty; but there was also a consi- 
derable falling off in rents paid by the salt bonders owing to importations being 
lower than in the previous year as noticed above.

STOCKS, IMPORTS AND CLEARANCES. 


10. At the commencement of the year the stocks of salt in all golas, both 
public and private, were over one lakh of maunds more than on the Ist April 
1904, but the quantity of salt imported during the year under report showell a 
decline of nearly 63 lakhs of maunds. The clearances were larger than in the 
— year by more than 1} lakh. After allowing for wastage, the closing 

alance stood at 16,63,665 maunds. In addition to this, there were at the close 
of the year 3,43,950 maunds of salt lying afloat in the port of Calcutta against

2. Character of the season,—Sugarcane is grown chiefly 
in Bihar. Jn the districts north of the Ganges it is grown 
without irrigation, while in these on the south of the river 
as also in other parts of the Province frequent irrigation 
is generally necessary in the hot months. During the present 
year the rainfall was very favourable early in the season, and 
planting was done at the normal time. In April and May 
the fall was below the normal; but, on the whole, the season 
up to the present has not been unfavourable to the crop. 

3. Area planted—The normal area under sugarcane in 
this Province as now constituted is 429,900 acres, or in round 
numbers 430,000 acres. The actual area planted this yeur is 
estimated at 428,000 acres against 420,600 acres planted last 

year. ‘ 
: 4. Outturn.—The Provincial outturn, according to the 
district returtis, is expected to be 92 per cent. of a normal 
crop, or the same as last year. Twenty districts, including 
Saran, Shahabad, Patna, and Bhagalpur, estimate the crop 
to be better than, or equal to, that of last year, while the 
remaining thirteen. districts estimate it as worse.

Letter No. 708C., dated 25th July 1906, from the Commissioner of the Orissa Division, 
ae the report on the Administration of the Orissa Ports for the year 
1905-06. ‘. 

The receipts of the ports during the year amounted to Ra, 15,211, against 

Rs. 14,054 in 1904-05, showing an increase of Rs. 1,157. 






2. The expenditure amounted to Re. 19,748, as against Re, 15,451 in the 
previous year, showing an increase of Rs. 4,297, The increase is specially 
marked in Cuttack under head “Pensions” which is due to the fact that reco- 
veries from the Port Fund were made on account of six quarterly instalments 
of pension to the late Port Officer, False Point. There has been also an increase 
in fans which is due to the purchase of a steel buoy and a Wigham’s lamp 
for Shortt’s Island. 

3. ‘The expenditure during the year exceeded the receipts, but owing to 
the balance of Rs. 11,691 in hand, no contribution was required from 

Government. 

4. The value of trade was Rs, 91,62,471 during the year, as against 
Rs. 81,04,752 in the preceding year, showing an increase of Rs, 10,57,719 

5. There was aslight increase in the number, but a decrease in the 
tonnage of the vessels visiting the ports. In all 217 vessels with an aggregate 
tonnage of 156,341 tons entered during 1905-1906, as against 215 vessels with a 
tonnage of 158,949 tons in the previous year. . 

6. The passenger traffic between Orissa and Calcutta is fairly steady. 
Almost the whole of this traffic is with the port of Chandballi, and the numbers 
carried botwean Caloutta and this port and vice versd were 41,514 and 40,827. 

7. The ports were inspected by the Port Officer, Calcutta, during the year. 
The erosion of the Shortt’s Island to seaward continues. The structure of the 
old lighthouse is still standing nearly erect in the sea and is now 505 feet from 
the nearest high water line of the island. 

8 The general health of the ports was, on the whole, good. One 
suspected case of plague was landed from the 8. 8. Curlew and proved fatal. 
Eighteen cases of cholera were landed from the steamers at Chandballi, of 
which seventeen proved fatal,

GENERAL ARRANGEMENTS, 


Article 1—An International Mar‘time Exposition in Qelebration of a 
Century of Steam Navigation will be opened in Bordeaux on May Ist, 1907, 
under the auspices of the League Maritime Francaise, recognized as an estab. 
lishment of public utility by decree of December 17th, 1905. 


Article ?2.—The Exposition will be held on ‘the great square of the 
Quinconces. Its duration will be ubout six months. Its opening and closing 
may be advanced or delayed without liability for indemnity, 


Article 3.—The Exposition will be held under the official patronage and 
aid of the French Government, and the Department of the Gironde, the 
Municipality, the Chamber of Commerce and the Philomathie Society’ of 
Bordeaux. ‘ 

Arlicle 4.—The Exposition is open to all countries, It will receive all 
industrial, agricultural or artistic products pertaining to maritime affairs, 
A Colonial section will be devoted to colonial products which are intimately 
related to the commerce of Bordeaux. Pavilions will be devoted to ocean 
geography, nautical automobilism and aerial navigation. 

Article 5.—-During the Exposition, the Commissioner General intends to ; 
organize congresses, competitions and lectures on interesting subjécts concerne + 
ing maritime affairs, scienco, art, industry, commerce and social economy, i

__ He will endeavour to-organize also festivals of all kinds 
adding to the brilliancy of the Exposition. These congresses, 
festivals will be under special regulations. 

Article 6.—The Commissioner Goneral and Deputy Commissioner General 
have received the following powers. 


Article 7,—The Commissioner General has the direction ‘of the Exposition. 
All initiative will devolve on him, and no decision will be valid without his 
assent. He will have special charge of relations with the appropriate minis- 
terial departments and the Commissioners of Foreign Governments. He will 
have sole direction of all departments for which he will name chiefs and

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVA' - TAKEN — 
BENGAL, AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASS FOR THE 
MONTH OF AUGUST 1906. : 


Tux end of July had been marked by the formation of two small storms near the head 
of the Bay, and the last, after crossing the coast near Barisal, moved into the North-West 
Provinces and diffused, leaving a trough of low pressure along the base of the Himalayas. 
‘As is usually the case, this pressure distribution gave rise to heavy rainin North Bengal 
and North Bihar, which continued without much interruption till the middle of the month. 
Pressure during the same period was abnormally high in the Bay in the neighbourhood of 
Orissa, where the excess amounted at times to as much as one-quarter of an ‘nok i 


On the 15th of the month observations suggested that an area of low pressure 
was forming to the south of the Bay, and barometric readings of the 16th confirmed 
the existence of a meteorological feature, which is most unusual, if not unique, at 
this period of the year. During the course of the next week it moved very slowly 
in a northerly direction, and its progress northwards was definitely marked by increasing 
cloud and rainfall along the Coromandel and Circars coasts. f 


On the 28rd of the month the depression appeared to be intensifying and still 
moving in a direction, almost due north, not far from the coast. On the 24th it appeared 
probable that a small storm had formed, and observations reosived at 2 r.m. and 8 v.M. on 
the 25th shewed clearly that tne centre of the depression’ had d inland to 
south of False Point. It continued its northerly course for the next two days inland and 
close to the coast, intensifyng and giving rise to a rough sea and winds of considerable 
violence at the head of the Bay. It then moved in the usual northerly direction through 
Chota Nagpur and the Central Provinces. It was a disturbance presenting very abnormal 
features both in its slow development, which may perhaps be said to have been initiated 
at the extreme south of the Bay, and in its increase in intensity after the centre had 
inland.

Temperaiure.—As might be expected, naan conditions were closely associated 
with rainfall, and in consequence the period of vy rain in north Bengal, Bibar and 
Assam was characterized by temperatures markedly below normal. In Orissa, Chota 
Nagpur and South-West Bengal alone the average mean of the month was above the 
normal mean. 94°9 was the highest temperature recorded during the month; this was 
reported from Gaya.

Saran received an average rainfall of 16:01, (normal 11:00), Cham 28-18 (normal 
12°81), Muzaffarpur 22°29 (normal 11°00), arene 2508. (normal 12 49), Bhogal ur 
14.99 (normal 11:66), Darjeeling 48°73 (normal 24° avin 25:09 inches (normal 1-98), 
The departure from the normal at Saran is +5°01, at Champaran +15°37, at Muzaffarpur 
41129, at Darbhanga +12°55, at Bhagalpur + 3°33, at Darjecling + 23 87 and at Purnea 
+1011 inches, Expressed as a percentage, the above districts received 146, 220, 208, 200, 
129, 196 and 167 por cent. respectively.
